be compelled to comply with the above described conditions or cease 
all transactions on the premises of the Association, and forfeit all 
money advanced for the concession. . 


4. Fair Officials have arranged for the daily collection of garbage 
and refuse at the expense of the Fair.

GENERAL RULES 
4-H CLUB DEPARTMENT 


1978 Fair 


1. Any boy or girl in Vigo County, between the ages of 10 and 
19 within the calendar year inclusive, who is enrolled in a regular 
club as outlined by the Boys’ and Girls’ Division, Purdue University, 
may exhibit in club classes, providing the exhibitor meets the eligi- 
bility rules for exhibiting in the given class. 

2. All 4-H exhibits and entries must be made at the Fairgrounds 
according to the schedule in the front of the book. . 

3. All junior leaders should report to the superintendent 
assigned when requested. 

4. All 4-H members will complete 2 copies of the white form 
(My Record of 4-H Achievement). This record will include the mem- 
bers total 4-H career in regards to projects taken, demonstrations, 
judging, dress revue, showmanship, offices held, etc. One copy of 
this record will remain in the members 4-H green record folder which 
will be turned in to the leader for grading prior to Fair and the other 
copy will be turned in at the 4-H Department where they receive 
their passes. 

NOTE: These extra sheets turned in will serve as your permanent 
4-H record at the Vigo County Extension Office. 

b. RECORD BOOKS ARE TO BE GRADED BY LEADER 
PRIOR TO THE FAIR.

All poster type exhibits must be made on poster board that is 
stiff enough to stand by itself, or backed with plywood or cardboard 
no thicker than М inch, and covered with transparent plastic or acetate 
for protection. The geology and weather exhibits are the only ones 
to be left uncovered for the judges inspection. 

11. 4-H exhibits may be RECOVERED from 9:00 a.m. to 12 
noon Saturday. July 29, 1978 ONLY. Anyone disobeying this release 
date will forfeit the right to be considered in county achievement 
awards.

1. Contestants must be enrolled in the 4-H Tractor Program. 

2. Contestants must have their project work sheets completed before 
entering the contest, 

3. Junior Division Contestants must be 10 years old within the 
calendar year and not have his 15th birthday within the year. 

4. Senior Division Contestants must be 15 years old within the year. 
(Year ends December 31). 

5. If new tractors are furnished by the Committee, no other ones may 
be used. 

6. No equipment other than “standard” may be on the tractor. The 
use of steering “spinners” is not allowed. Automatic transmissions 
and power steering are allowed. - 

7. The contestant is responsible to see that the tractor is suitable to 
be driven in the contest and is responsible for its proper operations 
(i.e., drawbar pinned and in good condition, etc.). 

8. Contestants and spectators are warned that only officials may 
move the obstacles. 

9. The implements may be maneuvered by the rear drawbar only. 

10. Contestants will be judged on safety at all times while at the 
contest site, before and after their contest operation. At the 
discretion of the judges, unsafe operation may disqualify con- 
testant. 

11. Contestants may draw or be assigned a starting position at the 
discretion of the Contest Chairman. 

12. Senior Entrants will be scored on the following: 

A. Quiz-questions drawn from A and B Unit work. 
B. Tractor operation on obstacle course. 
C. Safety while at the contest. 
D. Time. 
13. Junior Contestants will be scored on the following: 
A. Quiz-questions drawn from A Unit work. 
B. Tractor operation on obstacle course. 
C. Safety while at the contest. 
D. Time. 

14. An eight minute time limit will be used for both the Junior and 
Senior events. A penalty of 400 points will be added to the con- 
testant's score for failure to complete the course within the 
allotted time. 

15. Any stake knocked over by the contestant (with any part of the 
tractor or wagon) will be replaced, an the contestant must 
attempt the obstacle until satisfactorily completed or time expires. 

16. The written exam will consist of 25 questions. The questions will 


be multiple choice, taken from Unit A for the Junior Division 
and Units A and B for the Senior Division. Twenty points will be 
added for each question answered incorrectly or omitted. (15 
minute-time limit). 
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CLASSES: 


Junior Division - The diagram for the Junior Division Obstacle Course 
is the one which will be used in the District and State events. 
The dimensions given need not be strictly adhered to nor does the 
general position of the obstacles have to be in this manner. 
Example: The contestant may be required to drive through 
Obstacle *C" (gate and land) before Obstacle "B" (Serpentine). 
(Refer to memo 4-H 94.) The contest course should always be 
driven by a non-contestant on the largest tractor entered before 
the first contestant starts. 


CONTESTANTS OPERATING PROCEDURE: 


1. The contestant inspects and warms up tractor in designated area. 

2. Drive tractor to the starting line. The contestant dismounts, with 
the tractor in neutral, engine running and brakes locked (or in 
hold position of transmission). 

3. Official will hook trailer to tractor drawbar. 

4. Time starts when the official signals the contestant to start, The 
contestant mounts the tractor, releases the brakes, puts in gear, 
and drives through the obstacles as indicated on the diagram. 

5. 'The contestant backs the trailer into the shed until the rear end 
of the trailer gently touches the center stake, locks the brakes, 
and dismounts (engine running in neutral). Time stops when the 
contestant drives his tractor to the area designated. 


Senior Division - The Senior Obstacle Course is driven by the contest- 
ant in the manner indicated or as the contest chairman directs. 
(Course set up may vary to meet local conditions). The outline of 
the shed and fence is made by the obstacle used. (Refer to Mimeo 
4-H 89). 


CONTESTANTS OPERATING PROCEDURE: 


1. Back the tractor up to the starting line, stop the tractor. engine 
running, put in neutral and lock the brakes (or put in hold position 
of transmissions.)
